8. (Amended) A first storag e system to be that-is-coupled to a computer, the first 
storage system comprising: 

at least one first int e rfac e contro l d e v i c e controller tfra^- to be coupleds to the 
compute r, wherein the first controller is configured to manage a first file system and 
receives from the computer an access request containing identification information of 
a file in the first file system ; 

at least one second i nt e rfac e contro l d e v i c e controller that being coupleds to 
the at least one first int e rfac e control dov i c e controller ; and 

a plurality of first disks each being coupled to the at least one second 
i nt e rf a c e contro l d e vic e controller , 

wherein in the plurality of first disks, a first storage region is configured, and 
on the first storage region, the first file system is configured, 

wherein the at least one first interfac e contro l d e v i ce controller is configured to 
couples to a second storag e system having a third controller, which is configured to 
manage a second file system and receive an access reguest containing identification 
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information of a file in the second file system, and a plurality of second disks coupled 
to the third controller, 

wherein in the plurality of second disks, a second storage region is configured, 
and on the second storage region, the second file system is configured , 

wherein the plurality of first disks and the plurality of second disks have 
different kinds of interfaces, 

wherein a plurality of policies used for deciding a file storing location are 

prepared by a plurality of software programs; 

a f i rst storage reg i on is set i n th e p l ura li ty of f i rst d i sks, 
a second storag e r e g i on i s s e t in th e p l urality of s e cond disks, 

wherein the at least one first i nt e rfac e contro l d e vic e controller , upon receiving 
an access request from the computer, is configured to decides according to a 
property of a file designated by identification information contained in the access 
request rec ei v e d and a policy applied to the file as to which one of the first storage 
region and the second storage region to store data of the file, 

when it is decided to store t he data of the file i s stored in the first storage 
region, the at least one second i nt e rface contro l d e vic e controller is configured to 
stores the data of the file in on e of the plurality of first disks, and 

when it is decided to migrate the file from the first storage region to the 
second storage region th e dat a of th o fi lo i s stored in tho second storag e r e g i on , the 
at least one first int e rface control dov i ce controller is configured to that r e c ei v e d th e 
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acc e ss request from th e comput e r contro l s such that th e data of th e fi le is 
transmitted a write request containing another identification information of the file to 
the second storag e system through th e at le ast on e first i nterface control d e v i c e that 
i s coup le d to th e s e cond storag e syst e m , so that the data of the file is stored in the 
second storage region, and 

wherein management information of the file including location information of 

the file and identification information of a software program, by which the policy 
applied to the file is prepared, are stored in the first system. 

9. (Currently Amended) A first storag e system according to claim 268, 
wherein 

the s e cond storag e syst e m inc l ud e s a third interface contro l device controller is 
configured to that receives an access request having identification information of a 
file, and that-accesses a storage region within the second storage region correlated 
to the identification information of the file roc oi ved to th e r e by access data of tho f ile 
sp e cifi e d by th e i dent i f i cation informat i on . 

10. (Currently Amended) A first storag e system according to claim 26©, 
wh e r ei n th e th i rd i nt e rfac e contro l d e v i c e s e ts a f i lo system i n tho s e cond 

storage r e g i on , 
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wherein when the first interfac e contro l d o vice controller receives an access 
request from the computer, and when data of a file designated by identification 
information contained in the access request is migrated from the first storage region 
to b e stor e d in the second storage region, the first i nt e rfac e contro l d e v i c e controller 
is configured to contro l s to transmit the an access request having tfre -another 
identification information gl corr o lat e d to the file , which is used to identify the file in 
the second file system, to the third interfac e contro l d o v i ce controlle r through th o f i rst 
i nt e rfac e contro l d e vic e coup l od to tho second storag e syst e m . 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A first storag e system according to claim 10, 
wherein the access reguest received at the first int e rfac e control d e v i c e controller 
coup le d to th e s e cond storag e syst e m r e c ei v e s an access request f rom the computer 
includes the identification information used for identifying the file in the first file 
system . 

12. (Currently Amended) A first storag e system according to claim 10, 
wherein the first i nterfac e control d e vic e controller is configured to migrates the data 
of the file from the first storage region to the second storage region through the third 
i nterfac e contro l d e vic e controller , based on the property of the f iles whoso data i s 
stored in the first storage region. 
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13. (Currently Amended) A first storage system according to claim 12, 
wherein, when the first i nt e rfac e contro l d e v i ce controller migrates the d ata of thea file 
stored in the first storage region to the second storage region, the first interfac e 
control d e v i c e controller is configured to transmits to the th i rd interface control d e v i c e 
an access request having the another identification information of corr el at e d to the 
file to the third controller , and stores the identification information of the file received 
from the computer correlated with the second file system set in the second storage 
region and the another identification information of the file in the first storage region . 

14. (Currently Amended) A first storag e system according to claim 13, 
wherein 

the first i nterfac e control d e v i c e controller is configured to stores information 
concerning propertiesy of files and information concerning a_property of the first 
storage region and a property of the second storage region, and decides, based on 
the information concerning the propertiesy of files and the information concerning the 
property of the first storage region and the property of the second storage region, as 
to whether or not the data of the a file stored in the first storage region is to be 
migrated to the second storage region.

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26. (New) A first system according to claim 8, wherein the location 
information of the migrated file and the identification information of the software 
program, which are stored in the first system, are accessible by using file 
identification information of the migrated file used in the first file system. 

27. (New) A first system according to claim 26, wherein the location 
information of the migrated file and identification information of the software program 
are stored in the first storage region, from which the file is migrated. 
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
